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EXAMINER'S COMMENTS 

1 . The following references are cited as being art of additional general interest: 
"Ready to rope a remote access deal" (Miller) which discloses spoofing for LAN 
sessions, "Choose The Right Dial-Up Router For You" (Molta et al.) which disclose the 
use of spoofing between local and remote networks and "DIGI INTL ROLLS OUT 
SERVER-BASED REMOTE ACCESS TO ASIA PAC" which discloses RAS 
concentrators and adapters. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-3 are allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest: providing a test bed having a Remote Access Server 
concentrator, wherein the Remote Access Server concentrator includes means 
for spoofing operation of a plurality of modems, with software being executed in 
the test bed to establish a plurality of simultaneous connections between the 
Remote Access Server concentrator and the bank of modems. 

Claims 4-6 are allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest: providing a test bed having a second of two Remote Access 
Server concentrators, wherein the second Remote Access Concentrator includes 
means for spoofing operation of a plurality of modems, with software being 
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executed in the test bed to establish a plurality of simultaneous connections 
between the second RAS concentrator and a first RAS concentrator within a 
communications server under test. 

Claim 7 is allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest: a Public Switched Telephone Network interface in a Remote 
Access Server concentrator connected to a processor in the Remote Access 
Server concentrator, wherein the processor includes program code for spoofing 
individual analog modem connections across the Public Switched Telephone 
Network interface. 

Claims 8 and 9 are allowable over the prior art because the prior art does 
not disclose or suggest: a Public Switched Telephone Network interface in a 
Remote Access Server concentrator adapter connected to a processor in the 
Remote Access Server concentrator adapter, wherein the processor includes 
program code for spoofing individual analog modem connections across the 
Public Switched Telephone Network interface. 

Claim 10 is allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest: a Public Switched Telephone Network interface in a Remote 
Access Server concentrator connected to a signal processor in the Remote 
Access Server concentrator, wherein the signal processor includes program code 
for spoofing individual analog modem connections across the Public Switched 
Telephone Network interface. 
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Claims 1 1 and 12 are allowable over the prior art because the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest: a Remote Access Server concentrator connected 
to a processor and a communications medium, the Remote Access Server 
including a signal processor for managing a plurality of modem connections with 
the signal processor of the Remote Access Server concentrator also including 
program code for spoofing individual analog modem connections across the 
communications medium.
